GENEVA - A Kane County 
grand jury Tuesday returned a. 
four-count indictment against a 
former Bartiett* scoutmaster ac- 
cused of committing sex crimes 
against teen-age boys. 

Glen A. Madigan, 30, who listed 
addresses at 807 Ridge Drive, De- 
Kaib, and 120 Madera Circle, Car- 
pentersviile, was indicted on two 
counts of criminal sexual assault 
and two counts of aggravated 
criminal sexual abuse. 

According to the indictment, 
Madigan used force to have oral 
and anal sex with a Kane County 
male under the age of 16 in 
November 1987, ; 

. Cathy Gavins, assistant Kane\ 
County ^state's attorney, said ear- 
lier that the homosexual acts took* 
place while Madigan was living in 
Elgin, Although the victim was 
not a Boy Scout, Cavins said the 
incident is "connected" to Madi- 
gan's work as a troop leaden 

Madigan is scheduled to appear 
Tuesday morning in Geneva be- 
fore 16th Circuit Court Judge John 
Nickels. Bail is set at $100,000. 

Madigan, who was a graduate 



student at Northern Illinois Uni- 
versity prior to his arrest, was in- 
dicted in April by a Cook County 
grand jury on five counts of ag- 
gravated criminal sexual abuse. 

Cook County authorities say 
Madigan sexually abused a male 
teen-ager in five separate inci- 
dents in 1986 while he was troop 
leader for Bartlett Boy Scout 
Troop 26.
